Crowds that burst into the 
national anthem and into shouts 
of hate as they watched tile 
fatal spark creep close to an 
ashen-grey Hitler, clad in a long 
yellow shirt and futilely strain­ 
ing at the chains that bound 
him 
to 
his f u n e r a l pyre. 
Crowds, largely made up of rela­ 
tives of murdered hostages and 
of innocent people made home­ 
less and miserable by Hitler’s 
unleashed fury.
